More EPSB 
students self- 
identifying as 
aboriginal: Report 

More students are self- 
identifying as First Na¬ 
tion, Metis or Inuit in Ed¬ 
monton’s public schools 
as the district continues 
to work to close the 
achievement gap for 
aboriginal students. 

New data released in 
EPSB’s annual education 
report showed there are 
now 7,944 students who 
identify as FNMI in the 
city’s public schools, 
an increase from 7,600 
last year. While more 
students are self-identify¬ 
ing, the data also found 
there was a drop in the 
number of FNMI students 
who were finishing high 
school. 

“We had a little hic¬ 
cup in 2014, but you can 
see a steady decline in 
our dropout rate,” said 
Eileen Marthiensen, 

EPSB program co-ordin¬ 
ator. 

According to the 
report, high-school 
completion rates for 
FNMI students rose from 
21.7 per cent in 2009 to 
30.3 per cent in 2012 but 
dropped to 27 per cent 
last year. 

EPSB Chair Sarah 
Hoffman said that on 
paper the numbers 
might look concerning 
but in reality represent 
success that all Albertans 
should be paying atten¬ 
tion to. 

“I hope it brings 
concern not only to 
people who are working 
in the education system 
but I hope to Albertans 
around what we’re doing 
to ensure success for all 
students,” said Hoffman.

City hall looking 
to boost security 


New position Staff 
want to add full-time 
peace officer at council, 
committee meetings

City staff are looking for a 
slight boost in security at city 
hall after noticing a few more 
agitated people in the build¬ 
ing. 

With a steady increase in 
the incidents being investigat¬ 
ed, the city is looking to add 


a full-time officer, at a cost of 
$100,000, who could be com¬ 
mitted to council and commit¬ 
tee meetings. 

There are currently 15 
Edmonton Peace Officers pa¬ 
trolling the building and sur¬ 
rounding areas. 

“It’s getting busier at city 
hall and in the immediate 
vicinity, so if we put some 
at city hall with our current 
staffing, that means they are 
pulled from other duties and 
responsibilities,” said Ron 
Gabruclc, who oversees the of¬ 
ficers. 

Those 15 officers have 
seen a rise in the demand for 
their services over the last few 


years. In 2012 they had 447 in¬ 
vestigations for a wide range 
of issues but based on the 
numbers to date they expect 
it will hit 770 this year. 

Gabruclc said they have 
also noticed more emotional 
or agitated people at council 
meetings, and an officer can 
help in those situations. 

“People are veiy passion¬ 
ate about their issues and they 
want to have their say at city 
hall, and obviously we want 
them to do that, but there is 
process involved,” he said. 

Coun. Amarjeet Sohi said 
in his time on council, he feels 
just as safe as he always has. 

“I personally have not seen 


any incidents of rowdiness or 
disorder at city hall,” he said. 

Sohi said he is willing to 
consider the additional offi¬ 
cer but it’s a tight budget, and 
with more funding coming 
for police officers downtown, 
there might be other ways to 
address these issues. 

“I think we need to look at 
things in more of a holistic ap¬ 
proach,” he said. 

Sohi said it’s paramount 
that people feel safe in im¬ 
portant civic destinations. 

“We want to continue to 
have a city hall and Churchill 
Square as places where people 
can go and enjoy without any 
fear.”

“It’s definitely helped not 
just the football team, but 
the spirit as well,” Anderson 
said.

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Edmonton councillors set 
to sort out capital budget 


$4 billion. A host of

Will a new police helicop¬ 
ter take off? Will west-end 
residents get a recreation 
centre? Will the Winspear 
expand? 

Those are the questions 
Edmonton councillors are 
expected to answer Monday 
as the capital budget debate 
comes to an end. 

After hearing from the 
public and city depart¬ 
ments, councillors will de¬ 
bate 31 proposed changes to 
the budget, including bike 
lanes on 102nd Avenue, a 
safety barrier on the High 
Level Bridge and widening a 
section of Whitemud Drive. 

Coun. Amarjeet Sohi said

council has to think both 
about short-term cash con¬ 
straints and the long-term 
needs of the city. 

“I think we need to de¬ 
bate these things in the 
larger context of building a 
city,” he said. 

As an example, Sohi 
pointed to the proposed 
Whitemud project, which 
he said was first brought up 
in 2007 and has risen from 
a $ 14-million project to $33 
million in that time. 


Sohi said he believes 
some of the projects are 
critical for the city but he 
hasn’t made his mind up on 
anything. 

“I always go into meet¬ 
ings with an open mind. 
That is the purpose of coun¬ 
cil meetings,” he said. 

Mayor Don Iveson said 
he expects a healthy debate 
around the projects Mon¬ 
day. 

“I think there is a con¬ 
sensus around a few of the 
requests, whereas others, 
not so much,” he said. 

Iveson said generally the 
four-year budget is effect¬ 
ively set, with much of the 
money already allocated to 
projects council believes in, 
like LRT expansion. 

He said the debate Mon¬ 
day will be about making 
sure important community 
projects aren’t overlooked. 

“It’s a $4-billion budget, 
and we are tinkering a few 
million dollars on the mar¬ 
gins.”

Old oil wells fail standards, raise fears 


New research is raising 
concern about tens of thou¬ 
sands of dormant Alberta oil 
wells that don’t meet even 
minimum safety standards. 

The Alberta Energy Regu¬ 
lator has begun a program 
that it says will result in all 
wells meeting those min- 
imums within five years. 

But critics say those stan¬ 
dards amount to little more 


than a locked gate and a 
few signs. They want firm 
timelines to force compan¬ 
ies to clean up old well sites 

— some of which have been 
sitting unused for decades 

— before the liability winds 
up with taxpayers. 

“Unless timely action 
is taken to ensure that oil 
companies deal with their 
liabilities while they still

have the financial capability 


to do so, the reality will be 
that either the taxpayer is 
going to be on the hook or 
the landowner will be stuck 
with the problem,” said 
Keith Wilson, a lawyer who 
has represented hundreds 
of landowners against the 
energy industry. 

Since 2007, inactive wells 
in Alberta must be fenced, 
locked, signed and tested to 


ensure they don’t leak. For 
most “suspended” wells, no 
cleanup is required. 

But in the report, Barry 
Robinson of the environ¬ 
mental law group Ecojus- 
tice points to recent figures 
from the regulator that ac¬ 
knowledge 37,000 inactive 
wells in Alberta don’t meet 
those minimum standards. 
Of those, at least 3,300 also 


have well-bore integrity 
problems. 

Worse, said Robinson, 
regulations designed to al¬ 
low operators to bring wells 
into and out of production 
as markets require are be¬ 
ing used to mothball wells 
for years and even decades 
without having to spend the 
money to clean them up.

The city’s seasonal parking 
ban will be extended, but 
crews will still start clear¬ 
ing out Edmonton’s neigh¬ 
bourhoods first thing on 
Monday. 

The seasonal parking 
ban was first put in place 
Friday evening and will be 
extended at least into Mon¬ 
day. 

Laura McNabb, a spokes¬ 
woman for the transporta¬ 
tion department, said the 
cold temperatures have 
proven to be a challenge 
this weekend. 

“There is quite a bit of 
hardened ice on the col¬ 


lector bus routes, and that 
takes longer for the plows 
to get through,” she said. 

She said even though the 
seasonal parking ban is be¬ 
ing extended, the work in 
neighbourhoods can start 
on schedule because they 
use different equipment. 

This year the city has 
set up a rotation in which 
neighbourhoods will be 
cleared on the same day of 
the week all winter long. 

McNabb said the reli¬ 
able schedule is designed to 
make it easier for residents 
to know when to take their 
vehicles off the road. 

One area that is well be¬ 
hind is sidewalk and trail 
clearing. McNabb said the 


cold weather has played 
havoc with the city’s fleet 
of sidewalk plows. 

“We’ve got about 40 per 
cent of our fleet down right 
now,” she said. 

“They’re still out there 
working with what we’ve 
got, but it’s just going to 
take longer.”

Winter roads. Conditions

Pipeline spills 
60,000 litres of 
crude: Regulator 

The Alberta Energy Regu¬ 
lator says close to 60,000 
litres of crude oil have 
spilled into muskeg in 
the province’s north. 

An incident report 
by the regulator states 
that a mechanical failure 
was reported Thursday 
at a Canadian Natural 
Resources Limited pipe¬ 
line approximately 27 
kilometres north of Red 
Earth Creek. 

The report says there 
are no reports of impact 
to wildlife and that a 
cleanup has begun. 

Red Earth Creek is 
over 350 kilometres 
northwest of Edmonton. 

Carrie Rosa, a spokes¬ 
woman for the regula¬ 
tor, says officials have 
been delayed in reaching 
the scene due to poor 
weather in the last few 
days. 

No one from Canadian 
Natural Resources could 
be reached on Saturday 
for comment. In April, 
a pipeline owned by the 
company spilled 70,000 
litres of oil and processed 
water in the region.

Gen. Jean named first 
female leader of la Francophonie 


‘A great reflection on 
our country.’ Michaelle 
Jean will replace Abdou 
Diouf, who stepped 
down after 10 years 


Former governor general 
Michaelle Jean has been 
named the first female leader 
of Organisation Internationale 
de la Francophonie (la Franco¬ 
phonie), and says its members 
must work closely together to 
ensure prosperity and stability. 

While the organization 
has concentrated largely on 
cultural issues over the years, 
Jean signalled on Sunday that 
more emphasis will be put on 
economic matters. 

“One of the most ambitious 
and daring objectives that la 
Francophonie has ever set 
for itself is the idea of an eco¬ 
nomic Francophonie,” she told 
a news conference after being 
named by consensus at a sum¬ 
mit of its members in Dakar, 
Senegal. 

“We need to work together, 
unite our efforts, especially as

countries want growth, pros¬ 
perity and development, know¬ 
ing for example that a crisis in 
Mali is not (just) a Malian crisis.” 

She said a sharply focused 
economic strategy can provide 
“new relevance for la Franco¬ 
phonie.” 

Jean, 57, was up against four 
other candidates at the sum¬ 
mit of la Francophonie, whose 
57 members include Canada, 
Quebec and New Brunswick. 
She will replace Abdou Diouf, 
who stepped down after more 
than 10 years in the position. 

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper, who attended the 
meeting with Quebec Pre¬ 
mier Philippe Couillard and 


New Brunswick’s Brian Gal¬ 
lant, congratulated Jean and 
pointed out that Canada is the 
second biggest contributor to 
the organization. 

“Obviously, all Canadians 
are veiy proud that our fellow 
citizen, former governor gen¬ 
eral Michaelle Jean, will be 
succeeding Abdou Diouf as 
secretaiy general of la Franco¬ 
phonie,” Harper told a news 
conference. 

He said her victoiy also cast 
Canada in a positive fight. 

“It’s a great reflection on 
our countiy, on the role we 
play in the francophone world, 
internationally, and the recog¬ 
nition of the importance of the 
French fact and the French re¬ 
ality in our own countiy.” 

Couillard hailed Jean, who 
was governor general between 
2005 and 2010, as perfect for 
her new job. 

“Michaelle Jean is the incar¬ 
nation of this new vision of la 
Francophonie: modem, young 
and dynamic,” he said. 

The next summit of la 
Francophonie will be held in 
Madagascar in 2016.

Israeli-Canadian woman reportedly kidnapped by ISIL 


An Israeli newspaper report 
says Islamist websites are 
claiming extremists have kid¬ 
napped an Israeli-Canadian 
woman who joined Kurdish 
fighters overseas. 

The Jerusalem Post says 
reports of Gill Rosenberg’s 
capture surfaced Sunday on 
websites “known to be close” 
to extremists from the Islamic 
State of Iraq and the Levant 


(ISIL). The newspaper says the 
websites give few details on 
the alleged kidnapping, only 
that it occurred after three 
suicide attacks on sites where 
Kurdish fighters were holed 
up. 

A spokesman for Foreign 
Affairs says the government 
is aware of reports a Canadian 
citizen was kidnapped in Syria 
and is “pursuing all appropri¬ 


ate channels to seek further 
information.” 

Clashes between ISIL and 
Kurdish troops have largely fo¬ 
cused on the Syrian city of Ko- 
bani, near the Turkish border. 

The now-notorious al- 
Qaida splinter group is cur¬ 
rently in control of large 
swaths of territoiy in both 
Syria and Iraq.

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Pipeline furor 
winding down 


Kinder Morgan. ‘This 
is one battle,' says B.C. 
protester, vowing to 
fight and 'win this war' 


Hundreds gathered on top of 
Burnaby Mountain near Van¬ 
couver on Sunday to wind 
down the latest, and most 
heated, protest against Kind¬ 
er Morgan’s proposed Trans 
Mountain pipeline project. 

More than 120 arrests were 
made in a little over a week 
as Kinder Morgan conducted 
survey work on its preferred 
pipeline route through the 
mountain, which is home to a 
conservation area and Simon 
Fraser University. 

On Sunday, protesters who 
camped out on the mountain 
and their supporters celebrat¬ 
ed after the company com¬ 
pleted its work and left the 
area over the weekend. 

“This is one battle,” said 
Rueben George of the Tsleil- 
Waututh Nation, program 
manager of Sacred Trust In¬ 
stitute, to the crowd. “This is 
one battle, and we will keep 
going until we win this war.” 

Burnaby-Douglas MP Ken¬ 
nedy Stewart, who has been 
openly opposed to the Trans 
Mountain pipeline expan¬ 
sion, was in attendance to 
offer his support to the “pro¬ 
tectors of the mountain.” 

On Thursday, the B.C. Su¬ 
preme Court threw out civil 
contempt charges against 
most of those arrested be¬ 
cause the company provided 
incorrect GPS co-ordinates 
when it initially sought an in¬ 
junction to protect two work

sites. The court also denied 
Kinder Morgan an extension 
to the injunction, forcing it 
to pack up by Dec. 1. 

“(Kinder Morgan) scored 
an own goal by getting the 
co-ordinates wrong on the 
GPS. They failed here,” Stew¬ 
art said. 

“It doesn’t give you much 
faith in their ability to build 
a $5-billion pipeline. So it’ll 
be up to them, what they’re 
going to put our community 
through next.” 

The company removed 
equipment and supplies 
from two work sites on Sat¬ 
urday morning, according to 
a statement. It is confident it 
obtained sufficient data from 
two test holes to report back 
to the National Energy Board. 

Early results show Bur¬ 
naby Mountain is a viable 
option for the project, Trans 
Mountain says. 

“Ultimately, if the project 
is approved, there will be no 
surface disturbance on Bur¬ 
naby Mountain because the 
tunnel, at its deepest point, 
will be approximately 160 
metres below surface,” the 
statement reads.

'Sensitive' information 


Telecom disclosure 
of surveillance 
details worried 
officials: Memo 

A move by telecommuni¬ 
cations firms to be more 
forthcoming with the public 
about their role in police and 
spy surveillance could divulge 
“sensitive operational details,” 
a senior Public Safety official 
warned in a classified memo. 


Company efforts to reveal 
more about police and intel¬ 
ligence requests — even the 
disclosure of broad numbers 
— would require “extensive 
consultations with all relevant 
stakeholders,” wrote Lynda 
Clairmont, senior assist¬ 
ant deputy minister of the 
national and cybersecurity 
branch. 

Clairmont’s note, released 
under the Access to Informa¬ 
tion Act, provided advice to 
deputy minister Francois Gui- 
mont on the eve of his one- 


hour April 17 meeting with 
representatives of Telus Corp. 
to discuss specifically what 
information the company 
was allowed to tell the public 
about electronic surveillance 
activities. 

Telus released a “transpar¬ 
ency report” five months 
later, revealing it had received 
more than 103,000 official re¬ 
quests for information about 
subscribers in 2013. 

Rogers Communications 
published a similar report in 
June — three months before 


Telus — becoming the first of 
the major Canadian telecom 
firms to issue one. Bell Can¬ 
ada has yet to release a report. 

The internal Public Safety 
memo sheds new light on 
tensions between government 
officials and industry amid 
pressure from privacy advo¬ 
cates and civil libertarians 
for details of the scope and 
nature of law-enforcement ac¬ 
cess to Canadians’ subscriber 
information, phone calls and 
email messages.

Ferguson police Officer Dar¬ 
ren Wilson did not receive a 
severance package when he 
resigned over the weekend, 
the St. Louis suburb’s mayor 
said Sunday. 

Wilson, 28, won’t receive 
any further pay or benefits, 
and he and the city have 


severed their ties, Mayor 
James Knowles told reporters 
a day after Wilson tendered 
his resignation, which was 
effective immediately. 

Wilson, who is white, 
had been on administrative 
leave since he killed Michael 
Brown, an unarmed black 
18-year-old, during an Aug. 9 


confrontation. A grand juiy 
decided Monday not to indict 
him, sparking days of some¬ 
times violent protests in Fer¬ 
guson and other cities. 

Wilson wrote in his resig¬ 
nation letter that his “con¬ 
tinued employment may put 
the residents and police offi¬ 
cers of the City of Ferguson at 


risk, which ... I cannot allow.” 

His lawyer, Neil Bruntrager, 
told The Associated Press that 
Wilson decided to step aside 
after police Chief Tom Jackson 
told him about the alleged 
threats on Saturday. 

“The information we had 
was that there would be ac¬ 
tions targeting the Ferguson 
(police) department or build¬ 
ings in Ferguson related to 
the police department,” Brun¬ 
trager said. 

He said Wilson, who had 
worked for the department 
less than three years, and the 
city was already discussing an 
exit strategy.

Pope Francis said Sunday he

India’s 
Supreme Court last year re¬ 


versed a lower-court order 
that decriminalized gay sex, 
a decision originally made in 
2009. 

“Living in India, a demo¬ 
cratic country, we feel our 
rights are being violated as we 
are not allowed to live as we 
want,” said Rudrani Chettri, 
a gay man wearing a red and 
black sari, the dress typically 
worn by Indian women.

OIL IS NOT WELL 


Back when oil was fetching $100 a barrel, money flowed in Edmonton and life was good. But with the price plummeting in recent months, 

will politicians make the right moves to protect our local economy?

One of the most quoted statements by Wayne 
Gretzky is “Skate where the puck is going, not 
where it has been.” 

It’s been applied to any number of circum¬ 
stances. But I have to ask myself if it’s being ap¬ 
plied at city hall. Are the powers that be plan¬ 
ning for where the economy is going or are they 
planning for where it has been? 

Where the economy has been is pretty ob¬ 
vious. Our province and our city have grown at 
an astonishing rate in the past fewyears. Much 
of that growth has come because of the oil- 
sands, conventional oil and natural gas. 

Like it or not, all of us have benefited in some 
way by the sale of our province’s fossil fuels. 

In the past fewyears, much of Edmonton’s 
economic growth has been fuelled by oil being 
at or near $100 per barrel. Ifyou doubt that, take 
a drive around the perimeter of the city and 
look at how many small and large businesses we 
have that exist primarily to service the energy 
industry. We are an energy town. 

The long-term effects of $65 (or lower) per 
barrel on Edmonton may not be so positive. 

There’s no doubt the provincial government 


is going to have to make some hard decisions if 
low oil prices persist. 

The premier is on record as saying that, 
though there will be no new taxes, core services 
will be protected and the government will act 
with fiscal prudence. We’re going to be able to 


survive low energy prices, but it’s not going to 
be easy on anyone. 

So again, I have to ask myself if city hall is 
now adopting a fiscally prudent approach as it 
plans for the future. 

Is it skating to where the puck is going to be. 


We’ve faced bigger crises

not where the puck has been? 

If it’s banking on being able to go to the prov¬ 
incial government for increased funding, it may 
just find the cupboard bare. 

That would leave only one other source of in¬ 
creased revenue: you and me. Increasing civic 
taxes and fees in a booming economy is one 
thing; doing so in a slumping economy is quite 
another. 

I am not expecting our short-term economic 
future to be as dramatic as the near collapse of 
our economy in the early 1980s, when we saw 
unemployment jump from four to 10 per cent 
almost overnight.

However, right now the short-term econom¬ 
ic future of Edmonton is being determined on 
the world stage, and we should all take notice of 
that and plan accordingly.

SHIFT DOESN’T EXTEND 
TO THOSE HIT HARDEST

Dr. Julio Montaner, the world-renowned 
AIDS researcher and director of the British 
Columbia Centre for Excellence in HIV/ 
AIDS, remembers what it was like to walk 
the streets of Vancouver at the height of the 
outbreak in the 1980s and ’90s. 

“The first decade or two was really devas¬ 
tating. It was a bit scary to walk down Davie 
Street,” said Montaner, referring to the 
city’s gay district. “There was a lot of AIDS 
walking around, a lot of sick people.” 

At that time, patients — mostly gay men, 
then — were being ostracized, discrimin¬ 
ated against and stigmatized. For Montaner, 
it was the sight of real human suffering on 
the streets and the chance to learn from 
advocates that helped turn the tables and 
change the culture surrounding the disease. 

“It had an effect on you,” said Montaner, 
chief architect of the UN’s new 90-90-90 


strategy to end the AIDS epidemic by 2030. 

Much of the fear and paranoia in the gay 
community gave way to tolerance and educa¬ 
tion, allowing researchers and health-care 
workers to attack the virus. Patients are living 
longer lives thanks to Montaner and his team, 
who championed advances in the form of 
highly active antiretroviral therapy (to reduce 
viral loads) and the Treatment as Prevention 
model (to cut the spread of the disease). The 
latest advancement is a regimen of drugs that 
can be taken proactively, preventing patients 
(those that can afford it) from contracting the 
virus. As a result, new AIDS cases in Canada 
have dropped 90.6 per cent since 1993, when 
the country reported a record 1,833 cases. 

Montaner has been calling for the fed¬ 
eral government to adopt his strategies on 
a national level to reach affected and often 
marginalized groups. 


Despite the medical progress being made 
treating patients and reducing the spread 
of HIV/AIDS, cultural stigmas still pre¬ 
vent many populations from accessing 
proper education, testing and medical 
services. 

“HIV, in the minds of people, is as 
serious as it has ever been,” said Jessica 
St. Jean, manager of the indigenous edu¬ 
cation program at YouthCo, a Vancouver 
organization that strives to reduce the 
impact of HIV among youth. 

“There is still so much stigma and fear 
around sex and sexuality and HIV.” 

While gay communities in urban 
centres have plenty of education and 
medical resources available to them, 
other demographics aren’t so lucky. 

First Nations, gay people in rural 
communities, drug addicts and sex-trade 


workers are underserved and even crim¬ 
inalized in many cases. 

“(Yet) marginalized populations are 
the ones most affected by HIV,” said St. 
Jean. 

For example, the rate of positive 
HIV test reports in Saskatchewan has 
suddenly skyrocketed to 17 per 100,000 
people as of 2012, three times the na¬ 
tional average. 

That spike is largely attributed to drug 
use within aboriginal communities. 

“Just getting tested is a barrier outside 
the cities,” said St. Jean, adding educa¬ 
tion is woefully lacking, along with 
resources. 

“I’m indigenous and come from a 
small town; it’s well known if you go to 
a hospital you won’t be treated as well 
because of the colour of your skin.”

Dawn builds on Rise 
of the Planet of the Apes

unleashed just as smart 
apes have revolted against 
human oppressors. 

Andy Serkis again stars 
as lead ape Caesar, the 
most intellectually and 
emotionally evolved of 
the apes, having grown 
not just as a rebel and 
leader but now also as a 
father and family figure. 

Caesar can understand 
the need of the surviving 
band of humans — led by 
Jason Clarke and Gaiy Old¬ 
man — to restore order by 
reactivating a hydro power 
plant in ape territoiy 
outside a ruined San Fran¬ 
cisco. But rivals amongst 
both apes and humans 
conspire against him. 

The thoughtfulness 
isn’t at the expense of 
action, which the movie 
delivers with impressive 
3D and motion-capture 

power. PETER HOWELL 


It’s a 10-part TV documentary 
series, an interactive web doc, 
an online magazine and an ex¬ 
periment in the emerging field 
of virtual reality. 

The producers behind The 
Polar Sea, which follows a trio 
of middle-aged amateur sailors 
on an ambitious and arduous 
voyage through the Northwest 
Passage, don’t really care how 
you experience their investiga¬ 
tion into climate change.

and, increasingly, that means 
speaking through different 
platforms. We’re trying to offer 
as many doors into the stoiy as 
we possibly can.” 

Production company Deep 
360 created an interactive 
30-minute online companion 
documentaiy with 360-degree 
video. In a web browser, users 


can zoom, pan up or down, or 
spin the camera angle around 
as the documentaiy plays. In 
one incredible scene, viewers 
are on a beach as the Northern 
Lights glow overheard. 

“Eveiyone had this wish to 
create something on the inter¬ 
active side in tandem with the 
series that would allow people 
to actually experience the Arc¬ 
tic,” says Deep 360 founder 
Thomas Wallner. 

The interactive documen¬ 
tary is also compatible with 
soon-to-be-released virtual 
reality devices, including the 
Faceboolc-owned Oculus Rift 
and Samsung’s Gear VR. 

For those who want to go 
really deep into the subject, 
there’s also an interactive on¬ 
line magazine — available in 
English, French or German.

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Exploring the darkness 
behind Into the Wild 


Books. Sister of Chris 
McCandless hopes new 
revelations about their 
upbringing will help 
explain her brother's 
fatal Alaskan odyssey

It’s hard to find someone who 
doesn’t have an opinion about 
Chris McCandless. You likely 
already know the bare bones 
of his stoiy: Young hiker walks 
into the Alaskan wilderness 
with a .22-calibre rifle and a 
10-pound bag of rice, deter¬ 
mined to live off the land, test 
his own mettle and come to 
grips with some weighty ques¬ 
tions. Several months later, 
his emaciated body is found 
by hunters in an abandoned 
bus, along with a diaiy of his 
increasingly futile efforts to 
survive. 

What would drive anyone 
to take such a risk? Author Jon 
Kralcauer did his best to answer 
that in a high-profile article for 
Outside magazine, then in the 
highly regarded 1996 book Into 
the Wild. 

Chris, it transpired, was a 
top student and athlete from 
a well-off Washington, D.C.- 
area family who was poised 
for success, but instead chose 
to renounce material goods, 
a career and, at times, society. 
Upon graduating from univer¬ 
sity, he had donated his savings 
to charity, burned his cash and 
set out on the road. His family 
didn’t hear from him again. 

The book was notably 
even-handed, but it provoked 
a staggeringly wide range of 
interpretation. To this day, Mc¬ 



Candless debates still run at 
fever pitch online. As Kralcauer 
writes in the introduction to 
The Wild Truth, a new mem¬ 
oir by Chris’s younger sister 
Carine, “A lot of people came 
away from reading Into the 
Wild without grasping why 
Chris did what he did. Lacking 
explicit facts, they concluded 
that he was merely self-ab¬ 
sorbed, unforgivably cruel to 
his parents, mentally ill, sui¬ 
cidal and/or witless.” 

The piece of the stoiy that 
was missing, Carine now ex¬ 
plains, is that she and Chris 
grew up in a home rife with do¬ 
mestic and emotional abuse, all 
while being forced by their par¬ 
ents to maintain the facade of 
a harmonious Christian family. 
“I would definitely say that 
the psychological things that 
we went through were more 
devastating than the physical 
things,” she says in an inter¬ 
view. “Much more so. Those 
are the things that drove Chris 
out.” 

She says she told Kralcauer 
all this while he was research¬ 
ing his book, so he would bet¬ 
ter understand her brother, 
but made him promise to keep 
the details out of print. “I really

wanted to spare my parents, 
because I really felt that they 
would learn — obviously, I 
expected them to learn from 
Chris’s death, because I couldn’t 
imagine how they could not.” 

They didn’t learn, by her ac¬ 
count, and instead maintained 
their position that the family 
life had been fine — one reason 
that Carine became more open 
about their upbringing over 
the years, she says. By the time 
of the 2007 film adaptation by 
Sean Penn, she, too, had essen¬ 
tially cut off contact with her 
parents. 

But her main motivation 
in going public has to do with 
the students she’s met since 
Into the Wild was published. 
The book is required reading at 
many U.S. schools, and in going 
to speak at those schools, she 
found that students and teach¬ 
ers reacted differently when 
they knew the baclcstoiy. She 
realized being open about the 
abuse was helping others in the 
same situation. 

Given that, maybe it’s petty 
to wonder whether the new 
revelations could ever change 
the shape of the battle over 
Chris’s legacy. “I just want 
people to have the facts. If it 
doesn’t change their opinion 
about Chris, that’s OK,” she 
says. “The greatest inspiration 
and the greatest lessons come 
from truth, so I want that truth 
to be out there.”

“One 
woman who came with 
her boyfriend — who was 
outside the door when this 
happened — whipped my 
legs for 10 minutes and 
then stripped my clothing 
and proceeded to rape me,” 


LaBeouf says in an email 
interview with Dazed and 
Confused magazine. “Then 
(she) walked out with her 
lipstick smudged to her 
awaiting boyfriend who I 
imagine was quite hurt by 
it.” To make things even 
more absurd, this happened 
when his girlfriend, Mia 
Goth, was coming to visit 
the show and he couldn’t 
talk to her about it. “It was 
Valentine’s Day and I was 
living in the galleiy sleep¬ 
ing in a sleeping bag for the 
duration of the event,” he 
explains. “We were separ¬ 
ated for five days. No com¬ 
munication. So it really hurt 
her as well as I guess the 
news of it travelled through 
the line. She was only about 
25 people back. When she 
came in she asked for an 
explanation and I couldn’t 
speak so we both sat with 
this unexplained trauma 
silently. It was painful.”

Two of our favourite fast 
foods are pizza and mac ’n’ 
cheese. 

A little kitchen experi¬ 
mentation led to combin¬ 
ing these two ideas into a 
healthier version, and my 
Pizza Mac ’n’ Cheese Pie was 
born! 

Instead of a doughy pizza 
crust, I use whole wheat 
penne pasta as the base and 
pour a lighter cheese sauce 
over top. 

The cheese sauce com¬ 
bines evaporated milk and 
chicken stock thickened 
with flour. This eliminates 
the use of excess butter and 
higher fat milk. 

Using an older, sharper 


cheese allows you to use 
less, which also reduces the 
calories and fat. 

This dish is easy to make 
and a great way to put a spin 
on meals already in heavy 
rotation at your household. 

Pizza Mac ’n’ Cheese Pie 
is sure to be a new family 
staple! 

Directions 

1. Preheat the oven to 375 
F. Spray a 10 - 12-inch pie 
pan or skillet with vegetable 
oil. 

2. Bring a large pot of water 
to a boil. Add penne and 
bring back to a boil, cooking 
for 8 minutes or just until 
tender. Drain pasta well and 
place in pie dish. 

3. While the pasta is cook¬ 
ing, make sauce. Whisk 
together the flour, stock 



and milk in a saucepan until 
smooth. Place the mixture 
over medium heat and cook, 
whisking constantly, for 
about 3 minutes or until the 
mixture is hot and slightly 
thickened. 

4. Stir in the cheddar 
and Parmesan cheese and 
the mustard. Cook until 
the cheese melts, about 1 


minute. Remove from the 
heat. Add the cheese sauce 
to pasta and toss to com¬ 
bine. 

5. Flatten pasta in pie pan, 
top with tomato sauce, green 
peppers, tomatoes and grat¬ 
ed mozzarella cheese.

Aaron Rodgers threw for 
two touchdowns, Eddie Lacy 
powered for key yards in the 
fourth quarter and the Green 
Bay Packers fended off the 
New England Patriots 26- 
21 Sunday in a high-profile 
matchup between Super 
Bowl contenders. 

Rodgers bested Tom Brady 
in the first meeting between 
the star quarterbacks as start¬ 
ers. Rodgers connected with 
Richard Rodgers and Jordy 
Nelson for long touchdowns. 

Leading by five, the de¬ 
fence held firm late for the 
Packers (9-3). Mike Daniels 
and Mike Neal combined to

sack Brady on third down for 
a nine-yard loss, and kicker 
Stephen Gostlcowkslci pushed 
a 47-yard field-goal attempt 
wide right with 2:40 left. 

The Packers sealed it after 
Rodgers converted to Cobb 
on third-and-four with the 
Patriots out of timeouts. 

Brady finished with two 
touchdown passes to Bran¬ 
don LaFell for New Eng¬ 
land (9-3), which had its 
seven-game winning streak 
snapped. 

The second score came 
from 15 yards early in the 
fourth quarter to get within 
23-21. 

The lead could have been 
wider for the Packers if not 


for some hiccups in the red 
zone. 

Green Bay settled for 
four field goals from Mason 
Crosby of 35 yards or less, 
including a 28-yarder to 
make it a five-point lead with 
8:41 left. That kick came 
after rookie Davante Adams 
dropped a potential touch¬ 
down pass on third-and-five 
from the New England 10. 

On his knees, a frustrated 
Rodgers buried his helmet 
into the turf in frustration. 

But he was celebrating at 
the end. Green Bay has won 
four in a row and right of 
nine. 

The Packers had been 
blowing past opponents at 
home with big early leads, 
turning the final 30 minutes 
of games at Lambeau Field 
into glorified practices. But 
this game had the feel of a 
championship fight down to 
the final minutes. 

New England punched 
back after falling behind 13-0 
in the first quarter.

Lionel Messi started 
Barcelona’s game-clinch¬ 
ing move with a lobbed 
pass that Neymar header 
powerfully at goalkeeper 
Diego Alves, who did well 
to turn back the ball only 
for Busquets to drill it 
right back past him. 

Messi appeared to be 
hit in the head by a water 
bottle thrown from the 
stands while his team¬ 
mates piled on top of 
one another to celebrate 
the winning goal. The 
Argentine rubbed his head 
following the incident but 
was unhurt.
